This is the first office action for serial number 09/884 5 540 5 Configurable Mount For A 
Peripheral Device, filed on June 19, 2001. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should only be a 
description of the species claimed therefore, the wall mount, panel mount and plate mount should 
be removed from the abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "24" has been used to designate both walls and receptacle (page 9). A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "26" and "28" have both been used to designate bottom hole. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because Figure 14 needs to show that bolts 121 can pass 
through holes 1 12 then through 122 and 38 as disclosed on page 17, lines 21. A proposed

drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 1, 12, 17, 18, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "said pair of spaced openings" in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner can not determine 
whether the limitation is directed to the pair of openings within the second flange or the first and 
second hole. 

Claim 17 recites the limitation "a pair of extending pins" in line 17. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 18 recites the limitation "said pair of spaced openings" in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 22 recites the limitation "said pins" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim, the examiner can not determine whether the limitation is directed to 
the extending pins of claim 1 or the spaced pins from claim 22. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art or record 
does not disclose at least one extending pin receivable within said opening in said second flange 
when said third flange is supported on said second flange.
